Woods Hutchinson, secretary of the
state medical board, who lectured un-
der the auspices of the Woman's Club.

At the start the doctor sald
that the question as to whether or not
one were fortunate to have been born
would elicit various answers, but. hav-
ing been born, it was our duly to 80
live and conduct ourselves as to create !

It is useless, sald the speaker, to
teach morality to the child, except In
a genernl way, because it can not com-
prehend the teaching. Such education
is forelgn % its nature at that age.

The child, the doctor averred, passes
through the same ages and periods
through which the people of the world
have passed in thelr evolution up to
the present high standard of clvilisa-
tion. What the chlld requlres Is the
opportunity to study nature, and to be
permitted to undergo a natural devel-
opment, mentally, morally and phys-
feally, rather than to be crammed full
of knowledge. The doctor's address
made it plain that he was not In sym-
pathy with Purltanism, but that he
believed the child should be allowed
to have a good time.

Golng back to the school room ques-
tion, Dr. Hutchinson sald he belleved
there should be school physiclans, not
alone Lo direct the care of the health
of the pupils, but as well to Instruct
them in thelr play. Parents and teach-
ers, he sald, are ignorant of the sclence
of these matters and do not properly
understand the training of the child;
they keep the little ones cooped up In
